Arrested last Thursday in his 
office at 220 Grand Ave. in Oak- 
land after undercover agents al- 
legedly “made buys” from him 
without examinationy, the 59-year- 
old surgeon was first held under 
bail of $22,000. 

However, it was reduced later to 
$5,000, and Dr. Fong posted it. 

The son of Fong Wan，wealthy 
Oakland herbalist and night club 
proprietor，Dr. Fong served 10 
Imonths of a one year Sentence at 
Santa Rita Prison Farm and hls 
license to practice medicine in Cali- 
fornia was suspended. 

Upon his release in 1956，he 
returned to St, Louis where he had 
studied medicine, returning to the 
East Bay and to his medical prac- 
tice when his license was rein- 
stated.

A former Chinese Air Force 
fighter Pilot who learned to fly at 
Oakland Airport in the 1930s flew 
into San Francisco last week on 
one of his eight jetliners to an- 
nounce expansion of China Air 
Lines. 

Gen:. Ben Chow，Ppreslident of 
Nationalist China's flag carrier, said 
the airline will expand trans-Pacific 
service via 再 onolulu to Los Angeles 
on April 26. 

It was just a year ago that the 
airline inaugurated Pacific servicc 
from Taipeli to San Francisco via 
Tokyo and the great circle route. 

Chow said his 10 year plan calls 
for later expansion of service to 
Australia and to Europe and even- 
tually around the world.

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CARDINAL OFFICIATES 


AT RITES ONCE BANNED 


Cardinal Paul Yu Pin, exiled arch- 
bishop of Nanking，ushered in the 
Chinese New Year in Taipei by 
officiating at rites _ that Catholics 
were forbidden to use for 200 
years. 

On the day (Jan. 27) beginning 
the .Chinese or lunar new year， 
Cardinal Yu Pin， dressed in a long 
Chinese gown and standing before 
a _ table with burning candles and 
incense，offered fruit，bread，and 
wine in a ritual honoring Heaven 
and ancient wise men. 

The ritual dates back thousands 
of years. The ceremony was held in 
the auditorium of a local high 
school before more than 1,000 
persons，both Christian and non- 
Christian. The cardinal said he re- 
Vived the ritual in order to stress 
traditional Chinese virtues. 

Uncertalinty over the exact na- 
ture of the ceremonies honoring 
ancestors was largely responsible 
for therites controversy that shook 
the Church in China in the 17th 
and 18th centuries. Also involved 
were the termsusedto referto God 
and honors paid to Confucius. 

The question was reopened in 
1939 and the Vatican then ab- 
rogated the provisions of 了 x Quo 
Singularl. Now，in Taiwan，con- 
verts retalin ancestral tablets in 
their homes and the Chinese terms 
for heaven andqd supreme ruler as 
references to God are accepted by 
the Church.

The students said the aim of the 
demonstrations was to create pub- 
licity to force the Japanese and 
Taliwan governments into action.

Stanley Bazarek,head of thepolice 
detail on the scene.

lways enthusiastic writers，the Chinese haye been 
息 particularly preoccupied with the compilation of 

historical annals， Historical inscriptions go back 
at least to 936 B.C.，when they were incised in bronze 
Vessels。 Progress in Chinese civilization brought more 
and more historical writing. When the bamboo slips 
gave Way to paper as a Writing Imaterial in the first cen- 
tury A.D., the historians of Han set in motion a hur- 
Ticane of books that has never ceased. 

China's first monumental histories were written in 
Tang times (618-906). These works were detailed 
and encyclopaedic. T'ang history was like the Tang it- 
self 一 orderjy and highly organized. Accurate records 
Were kept and recorded for posterity. The encyclopaedia 
was further developed as an abbreviated source of es- 
- sential information for busy bureaucrats，wriiters and 
students，T'ang produced in the Vnderstarding of 已 03- 
1ory (SHipn tun8) by Liu Chih-chi (661-721) the first 
defhinitive Work of historiographic criticism,，，， Tu Yu 
(735-812) compiled his Gemeral VstIitulio1ns (TU18 
lie)，a 200-chapter work tracing the history of such 
Subjects as government organiZation，economics，law， 
military Science，gcography and so on，This was much 
Imore than a dynastic and pojlitical history. 


The writing of history went on to new heights 
under the Sung (960-1279). The Enmcyclopaedia of 
977 (Tai-p'Di8 ?yu-la) had a thousand chapters，Ou- 
yang Hsiu (1007-1072) wrote his New islory of tne 
Tar8g Dynasy and New istomy of the Five 
Dymastiey. He included materials from fiction， belles 


letters and anecdotal materials as well as those from 


standard historical sources: He wrote in the ancient 
Prose style (Kx-Wwe) and rewrote materials that Were 
couched in other styles，Following ,the example of the 


Spriitg amd 4uIUNL 4711 of Confucius，he Sought: 


to convey moral judgments through the careful use of 
terminology. 


Ssu-ma Kuang (1019-1086) and three associates 
produced one of the greatest historical works in Chinese 
history: The Cemeral Mirror for thne 4id of Governamentt. 
The 294 chapters record 1,362 years of history from 
the fifth century B.C. to the beginnings of Sung， The 
order js chronological with accompanying commentary 
by Ssu-ma Kuang. The objective was to 8guide the 
emperor and the bureaucracy. Most previous histories 
had-been dynastic or had covered even briefer periods， 
Now these were brought together in one continuous nar- 
Iative。， If the Ceiieral Mirror'had fault, it was in the 
strong Political accent.， This was well served by the 
chronological form but institutional and cultural his- 
tory Sufiered. ， 


Other historians set about the task of correcting 
what they believed to be the mistakes or omissions of 
Ssu-ma Kuang. Yuan Shu (1131-1205) compiled the 
Topical _ Treatment of 尼 venty 友 胡 e Centeral Mirror 
His _ arrangement was by subject_ matter. Chu Jsi 
(1130-1200) and.his disciples were responsible for.the 
Outine aid Digest of lpe General Mirror which select- 
ed the most signifcant materials and arranged them So 


as to convey the moral lessons of history. 


Cheng Ch'iao (1108-1166) undertook an institu- 
tional history based on the Ceneral Mirror.、 One Sec- 
tion of his work，the Ceiieral Treatiyeys，includes 15 
esSays covering different subjects， Those on philology， 
Phonetics and families and clans had not been So treat- 
ed before. Ma Tuan-lin (13th century) wrote another 
great institutional history，TPpe Gemeral Stkdy of 工 iter- 
ary 及 etai11g. Another comprehensive encyclopaedia， 
the /Jewel Sea of Wang Ying-lin, emerged at the end of 
the Sung dynasty.。 His ideas were to be infuential in 
China's last dynasty，the Ch'ing. 


Beginning in Latter 'Han times，it became the 
custotm to have court historians attend the emperof 
when he was engaged in business and to make notes of 
his words and actions， The notes were written up and 
became a part of the archives。 This had a dual pur- 
Pase: (1) to serve the needs_ of historians and (2) to 
impress Upon the ruler that what he said or did would 
be on record for the judgment of posterity， 工 ang em- 
Perors grumbled but the custom was frmly entrenchecd. 
The records were Still kept out of the rulers reach to 
Preserve their objectivity。 In the Sung,，authority fnally 
overcame Scholarship， The diaries were Submitted to 
the emperor and their historical value deteriorated 
sharply， The Ceneral Mirror Said:

How- 
ever，his study of history has watered down his ideal- 
jsm， He knows it is necessary to work with existing 
institutions Tather than to try to change them totajlly.
